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Growing city risks 
‘dormitory’ lifestyle 


RESIDENTS on Ely’s 
new estates are Tesco- 
loving commuters 
drawn by cheaper hous¬ 
ing and scenic surr¬ 
oundings, a survey rev¬ 
eals. 

City residents living in 
homes built in the last five 
years completed an East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council survey on every¬ 
thing from shopping habits 
to how they feel about the 
city. 

Worryingly for the council, the 
survey shows much of the 
economic benefit from Ely’s 
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growth is flowing south along the 
A10 - 39 per cent of newcomers 
commute to Cambridge and 
South Cambridgeshire, dwarfing 
the 18.5 per cent who work in Ely 
itself, with 56 per cent doing most 
of their non-food shopping in the 
bigger city 

And while most praise Ely as a 
pleasant place to live, many 
criticise housing developers for 
failing to finish roads, complain 
of a lack of facilities on their 
estates, demand more GPs and 
call for better shops in the city 
centre. 

Giles Hughes, the council’s 
head of planning and economic 


development, stressed local job 
creation was a priority and said: 
“At the moment it appears the 
vast majority of the residents 
leave the district for their work 
or to shop - this is something we 
need to tackle.” 

Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, was not sur¬ 
prised by the results. He said: 
“We have known for some time 
that Ely is almost a dormitory for 
Cambridge and elsewhere. 

“I have long been concerned 
that the city centre is losing 
traditional retail shopping and 
being taken over by various food 
outlets. We must try to provide 
for people’s needs in the area.” 

The council sent question¬ 
naires to 877 households, with 345 
returned. The most popular 


reason for choosing to live in Ely 
was the city being a pleasant 
place to live, with good train 
connections and cheaper housing 
coming in second and third. 

The quality of new estates was 
a burning topic - 58 people 
complained of unadopted roads 
and 49 of unfinished construct¬ 
ion. Our sister paper, the 
Cambridge News , has high¬ 
lighted a campaign by residents 
of Beresford Road and sur¬ 
rounding streets to force 
developers to finish work and get 
their roads adopted. 

Local businesses will be worr¬ 
ied to see that Cambridge, with a 
range of department stores, was 
the most popular destination for 
non-food shopping, with 20 per 
cent of new Ely households 
saying they never use their own 
city for that purpose. 

Liz Harvey, chairman of Ely 
Chamber of Commerce, was 
disappointed by the results but 
felt more local jobs could change 
things. 

She said: “It’s shocking. You 
wonder whether people have 
been to see what Ely city centre 
has got - there is an incredible 
variety 

“If more businesses can be 
lured here, hopefully people 
would go into the town.” 

When it comes to population 
growth in Ely, Tesco is finding 
every little helps - 80 per cent of 
residents on new estates do most 
of their food shopping at the 
Angel Drove store. 

But there was also good news 
for the city’s market. All that 
bustle on Thursdays and Satur¬ 
days makes it the third-most 
popular place for food shopping 
after Tesco and Waitrose.

COUNCIL MUST PROVIDE 35 TRAVELLER SITES - PAGE 3 
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Warm welcome for a famous 
aviator back on home ground 


ONE of the best gadgets James 
Bond ever picked up from Q was 
back on its inventor’s home turf. 
Little Nellie, the autogyro flying 
machine piloted by 007 in You 
Only Live Twice, was the star of 
the show at Wicken Fete on 
Saturday alongside its creator, 
Ely-born aviator Ken Wallis. 

Wing Cmdr Wallis, 91, served 
with RAF Bomber Command in 
World War Two and later flew his 
own invention as a stand-in for 
Sean Connery - all part of a 
career more intriguing than the 
plot of any spy film. 

Filming the famous sequence, in 
which Bond flies Little Nellie 
over volcanoes before using its 
rocket launchers to blast 
SPECTRE helicopters, was a 
testing job. Wing Cmdr Wallis 
said: “It is seven minutes on 
screen but it needed over 80 
flights and 44 hours in the air. 
“You would fly over the 
volcanoes before slithering to a 
stop on the edge of a cliff before 
being told the whole scene 
needed to be shot again 
because camera two had a hair 
in its gate.” 

But Little Nellie was no gimmick 


- Wing Cmdr Wallis built many 
similar craft that were hired by 
the British military and Nato, and 
he was even called on to 
conduct an aerial search of the 
Sussex Downs in the hunt for 
Lord Lucan. 

Born into a Cambridge family of 
avid aviators, Wing Cmdr Wallis 
flew with the Strategic Air 
Command of the United States 
Air Force after the war - serving 
on bombers carrying atomic 
weapons ready to use against 
the USSR - before setting up an 
aircraft business in Cambridge 
and building Little Nellie for trials 
with the military. 

When the aircraft was used in an 
Italian “spaghetti” Bond film, 
Little Nellie earned a try-out at 
Pinewood Studios and producer 
Cubby Broccoli decided he 
wanted it for You Only Live 
Twice. 

Little Nellie’s success led to 
more travels. Wing Cmdr Wallis, 
who now lives in East Dereham, 
said: “I flew to the premiere in 
New York in a Boeing 707 with 
Little Nellie as baggage. 

“I went on the Johnny Carson 
Tonight Show then on to 



Australia. I have made over 400 
display flights.” 

Little Nellie and Wing Cmdr 
Wallis might have been all 
around the world, but they will 
not have been received as warm 
a welcome anywhere as they did 
in Wicken. 


Survey shows opposition 
to moorings plan at pits 


A HUGE majority of walk¬ 
ers and fishermen are 
against plans to develop a 
marina at a wildlife haven, 
according to a survey 

The future of Roswell Pits in 
Ely has been fiercely debated in 
the city since Jeremy Tyrrell, the 
landowner and managing 
director of Jalsea Marine, began 
work on moorings for narrow- 
boats. 

Now Local Campaigners for 
the Protection of Rural Ely 
(LCPRE), a pressure group which 
opposes the plans and says rare 
bird habitats at the site should be 
protected, has commissioned a 
survey that it says found 80 per 
cent of people using the site are 
against the moorings. 
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The LCPRE says it asked 
scientists from Anglia Ruskin 
University and Cambridge 
University to conduct the survey 
which garnered the views of 
nearly 500 people. 

According to the results of the 
four-day survey in May and June, 
90,000 people a year visit Roswell 
Pits. 

Dr Andrew Balmford, of the 
LCPRE, said: “This survey has 
two important messages. First, 
Roswell Pits are very clearly an 
extremely important amenity for 
the people of Ely and beyond. 
The area gives a great deal of 
pleasure, very often, to a great 
many people. 


“Second, regardless of why 
they visit the area, those who 
already use the site are very 
strongly opposed to its convers¬ 
ion to commercial moorings.” 

The LCPRE says 56 per cent of 
those questioned disagreed 
strongly with the plans for 
moorings, 23 per cent disagreed, 
while 5 per cent agreed. 

It also says the survey found 
the ratio of disapproval to 
approval was 50 to 1 among 
sailors, 37 to 1 among fishermen 
and 17 to 1 among walkers. 

Mr Tyrrell has said he will 
welcome discussion with any 
group interested in the future of 
wildlife at Roswell Pits. 

Coun Peter Moakes, chair of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council strategic development 


committee, has pledged the 
council will take account of 
public concern in finding a 
balanced solution. 

He said: “We do want to work 
with Mr Tyrell to achieve a 
solution, which will balance 
everyone’s aspirations for this 
area. 

“We will see if this is possible 
as Mr Tyrell’s plans emerge to be 
considered by the council 
through the development control 
process and the emerging Local 
Development Framework and 
masterplan for Ely” 

Coun Moakes said the pur¬ 
chase of Roswell Pits is not on 
the council’s agenda, but added it 
still hopes to create a country 
park for Ely “which might 
include this area”.

Council must provide 
35 traveller pitches 


PLANS for new gypsy 
sites will not lead to 
huge Cottenham-style 
camps, a councillor 
says. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has been 
told to find land for 35 new 
permanent pitches for 
travellers before 2011 by 
the East of England 
Regional Assembly. 

Coun Ian Allen, travel¬ 
lers’ champion on the 
council, says the aim is to 
create several small sites 
with no more than six 
pitches each — a contrast 
to the 73 pitches once seen 
at Smithy Fen in Cotten- 
ham as unauthorised 
encampments sprang up. 

A pitch is generally 
understood to be a family-

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sized plot that can accom¬ 
modate three or four cara¬ 
vans. 

Coun Allen, a member of 
the council’s strategic 
development committee 
that discussed the target, 
said: “Five little sites isn’t 
a huge issue in terms of 
numbers. 

“The majority of travel¬ 
lers live north of Soham, 
so we are likely to see 30 
pitches in the area from 
Soham to Littleport. 

“The majority of those 
travellers are made up of 
half-a-dozen long-estab¬ 
lished families. 

“We are not looking at a 
25-pitch site somewhere 
and pushing people onto 


it. We are not talking 
about another Smithy 
Fen.” 

While Coun Allen anti¬ 
cipates problems deliver¬ 
ing land for the pitches, he 
is hopeful landowners will 
come forward. 

East Cambridgeshire is 
also likely to host a 
number of transit sites 
located next to major 
roads and available only 
for temporary stays. 

The Government has 
said local authorities must 
provide more permanent 
pitches to tackle the 
problem of unauthorised 
sites and reduce tension 
between travellers and the 
general population — a 
change from the stance of 
the previous Conservative 
administration, which 
abolished rules forcing 


councils to provide sites in 
1994. 

Coun Allen believes 
permanent pitches can 
address problems with 
school attendance rates 
among traveller children. 
A 2004 study by the 
Department for Education 
and Skills found 22 per 
cent of Roma gypsies and 
17 per cent of Irish travel¬ 
ler children leave school 
without a single GCSE 
pass, compared with 6 per 
cent of the general popu¬ 
lation. 

Coun Allen said: “We 
want people educated and 
to get good healthcare. 
There is only one way 
travellers are going to 
have economic viability — 
they need education. That 
means they have to be 
relatively stable.”

School fete 


A MURDERER serving life for 
killing a woman 20 years ago has 
appeared in court for groping a 
female prison worker. 

Thomas Wolens, who has been 
locked up for almost two decades, 
squeezed the prison employee’s 
bottom as she was escorting him to a 
doctor’s appointment in Whitemoor, 
March’s top security jail. 

The 54-year-old was described by the 
woman as having a “predatory” 
attitude towards female members of 
staff. 

Cambridge Crown Court was told 
that his victim was left shaken by the 


episode, which happened in April. 

Wolens admitted a charge of 
indecent assault and was handed a 
two-year concurrent prison sentence, 
likely not to have any practical effect 
except on when, or if, he is granted 
future parole. 

Passing sentence, Judge Jonathan 
Haworth told him: “I regard this as a 
serious offence. My sentence will 
make it clear that you are still, 
patently, a danger to women.” 

He said: “Staff in a prison, partic¬ 
ularly female staff, need to know that 
the courts will mark any assault upon 
them — in particular sexual assault — 


with a significant custodial sentence. 

“They are in that category of victim 
who are put at everyday risk of such 
occurrences and when they do occur 
it is necessary for the courts to make 
it clear they will not be tolerated.” 

The killer, who also has past 
convictions for sex attacks on a 
teenage girl and a fellow prison 
inmate, murdered a middle-aged 
woman in Northumberland in 1987 
after befriending her in a cafe and 
following her to a public toilet, 
ostensibly to rob her. 

Wolens has always denied there was 
a sexual element to the murder.

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Clampdown on new 
homes’ rough roads 


PEOPLE living on 
unfinished estates are 
celebrating after they 
prompted a council to 
toughen up rules for 
housing developers. 

Fast-growing Ely’s new 
estates are scarred by a 
number of half-built roads 
that cannot be adopted as 
official highways. 

But following a suc¬ 
cessful campaign by res¬ 
idents outraged at the 
hazardous state of Beres- 
ford Road in west Ely, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council will tell developers 
they must sign a commit¬ 
ment to finish roads, 
footpaths and open spaces 
before work can start. 

A recent council survey 
of new Ely residents found 
their biggest worry about 
their estates is lack of road 
adoption. 
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Work on Beresford Road 
began in 2000, but a chunk 
was left unsurfaced after 
disputes between different 
developers as to who was 
responsible. 

Local residents bom¬ 
barded the council with 
letters and got councillors 
on board — a campaign 
highlighted in the Weekly 
News — and have now 
pressured Persimmon 
Homes into finally 
finishing the job. 

Mother-of-two Lynne 
Marshall, a Collier Close 
resident whose street 
cannot become an official 
highway until Beresford 
Road is adopted, is 
delighted the council has 
taken action. 

She said: “That is 
brilliant, because people 


won’t get the problems we 
have come across. 

“It can affect the value of 
your property and it is also 
unsafe for children when 
they are out on their bikes. 

“Housing developers 
make a lot of money — it is 
not a lot to ask for them to 
finish what they said they 
would.” 

Mrs Marshall, who paid 
more than £250,000 for her 
home in 2003, thinks it will 
still be another 18 months 
until she lives on an 
official road. 

When Beresford Road is 
brought up to standard 
with tarmac and fixed 
kerbstones, Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council can 
adopt it. Surrounding 
streets like Collier Close 
will follow later. 

But Simon Higginson, a 
county councillor who 
helped the campaign 


along with district coun¬ 
cillors Jeremy Friend- 
Smith and Derek Wilcox, 
warns other roads in Ely 
are still substandard and 
thinks planning conditions 
should have been tighter. 
He said: “There are things 
the district council could 
do better in the future.” 

David Archer, the 
district council’s executive 
director of development, 
said: “We have learned 
lessons, which is why we 
have implemented our new 
policy — including new 
conditions on mass dev¬ 
elopment to ensure that 
developers finish work 
they promised to do.” 

Persimmon Homes was 
contacted by the Weekly 
News and asked why work 
on Beresford Road had 
taken so long to complete. 
The company declined to 
comment.

Job rejection ‘because I don’t speak Polish’ 


FURTHER evidence has 
emerged of discrimination 
against Cambridgeshire job¬ 
seekers who do not speak Polish. 

Stuart Kirchen, of Borrow- 
dale, Cambridge, contacted the 
Weekly News after Malcolm 
Moss MP revealed one of his 
constituents had been turned 
down for a job because she only 
spoke English. 

Mr Moss, who represents 
north Cambridgeshire, said non- 
Polish speakers were being 
refused work on farms and in 


factories as they would not be 
able to communicate with the 
migrant labourers from Eastern 
Europe. 

Mr Kirchen has revealed he 
too was rejected for a job, as a 
kitchen supervisor at Water- 
beach barracks, after inter¬ 
viewers asked him if he could 
speak Polish. 

He said: “I’d done similar jobs 
in the past so when I was called 
in for an interview I was 
reasonably confident. 

“It all went well at first, but 


towards the end of the interview 
I was asked whether I could 
speak Polish. 

“I said no, I couldn’t, and that 
was pretty much the end of that. 

“Although they didn’t put it in 
writing, they told me that the 
language barrier was a problem 
and that I wouldn’t be getting 
the job. 

“At first I just accepted it, but 
when I got home and thought 
about it I realised it wasn’t 
right. If they had a specific 
requirement for someone who 


spoke another language, they 
should have said so in the 
advert.” 

The 54-year-old is now back in 
employment, doing agency 
work, and said he was pleased 
the issue had been raised in 
Westminster. 

Immigration Minister Liam 
Byrne has promised to invest¬ 
igate the “crazy” situation after 
it was raised by Mr Moss, 
adding: “This is immigrant 
workers displacing local people, 
and that should not happen.” 


Royal Navy helicopter causes a whir at school

Councils build up case to 
oppose plan for new town 


TWO councils have warned 
a construction giant to 
expect a beefed-up case 
against its plans for a 
massive new town. 

Multiplex, which wants to build 
a 5,000-home town called Mere- 
ham between Wilburton and 
Stretham, will face stern oppos¬ 
ition from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council at a public 
inquiry into the proposals in 
October. The councils are confi¬ 
dent recent changes to planning 
rules will boost their case. 

Bill Hunt, a district and county 
councillor who has led a public 
campaign against Mereham, has 
warned the effect of the new town 
on rural communities would be 
“worse than Hitler invading”.

There are also fears the huge 
new town could place additional 
strain on Ely, where services and 
facilities are already struggling to 
cope with the city’s rapid growth 
in recent years. 

The inquiry was sparked after 
Multiplex, the company that built 
the new Wembley Stadium, 
appealed against the district 
council’s decision to refuse 
planning permission in January, 
2006. An independent planning 
inspector will rule on whether the 
development can go ahead. 

But council chiefs believe they 
have a solid case. David Archer, 
district council executive director 
of development, said: “The 


district and county councils 
consider revised policy state¬ 
ments and the emerging East of 
England local plan reinforce our 
case against the Mereham dev¬ 
elopment.” 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “We will fight this 
development all the way” 

Since the councils first prep¬ 
ared their case, the Government 
has replaced planning guidelines 
on housing and on sustainable 
development in rural areas with 
more forceful planning state¬ 
ments. 

The new rules say housing 
projects must take account of 
climate change and flood risks, 
and offer good access to jobs and 
facilities, while rural develop¬ 
ments must protect open country¬ 
side and should be focused on 


existing towns or villages. 

Bill Hunt, who represents 
Stretham on the district council 
and Haddenham on the county 
council, is confident the councils 
will be successful but foresees a 
dire future if the plans are 
approved. 

He said: “It would be worse 
than Hitler invading in 1940. It 
would completely ruin a whole 
community. It would be a 
complete affront to local demo¬ 
cracy 

“There were objections right 
across the social scale, from 
ramblers to parish councillors 
and businessmen.” 

Coun Hunt said he will 
organise a group of objectors to 
attend the inquiry. Multiplex 
declined to comment on the 
councils’ revised case. 


Annual allowance 
increase agreed 

COUNCILLORS have voted to give 
themselves a four per cent allowance 
increase. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council policy and resources com¬ 
mittee opted for an increase that was 
less than a third of what was 
recommended by an Independent 
Remuneration Panel. 

The panel’s report proposed an 
increase of £466 on the basic allowance 
from £3,384 to £3,850 per member. 

Councillors agreed to an increase of 
£136 to £3,520 a year. 

Coun Brian Ashton, leader of the 
council, said: “As councillors from all 
parties would agree, we do not seek 
office for the money which is paid. We 
all want to help improve the district 
and work to change the area in which 
we live for the better. 

“We therefore feel that Council Tax 
payers would prefer that their money 
was spent on improving services rather 
than on councillors’ allowances.” 

John Hill, the council’s chief exec¬ 
utive, said: “The work of a district 
councillor requires them to work long 
hours, take time off their full-time jobs 
to attend meetings and become experts 
in local government legislation.”

Artist puts theory into 
a rubbish exhibition 


SAVING the sea 
from a tide of rub¬ 
bish is the aim of a 
new exhibition. 

The Babylon Gallery in Ely 
is hosting a show by 
Suffolk artist Fran Crowe 
which focuses on some 


of the rubbish she has 
collected from beaches 
near her home. 

Ms Crowe was appalled 
by a UN report which 
found there are, on 
average, 46,000 pieces of 
plastic litter per square 
mile of ocean. So she 


resolved to “save” one 
square mile of ocean by 
collecting 46,000 pieces 
of rubbish — and 
Walking to Save Some 
Sea is the result. 

Ancient crisp packets 
feature among the debris 
from some distant 
locations. 

Ms Crowe said: “I am 
documenting it, photo¬ 
graphing it and making 
art installations out of the 
rubbish I am collecting. 
“OK, so one square mile 
isn’t much and it may 
take me a year to do it, 
but what if everyone who 
visited the beach took up 
the 46,000 challenge?”

GP plans to offer 
out-of-hours ops 


PATIENTS at a GP surgery 
could be dropping in for minor 
ops at weekends. 

St George’s Medical Centre in 
Littleport wants to bring the NHS closer 
to home by allowing consultants to 
carry out procedures such as cataract 
removal at evenings and weekends. 

The groundbreaking scheme — 
which is backed by Cambridgeshire 
Primary Care Trust (PCT) — would 
make St George’s the first GP surgery 
in the county to offer such a service. 

Gary Shepherd, commissioning 
manager, thinks the initiative will be 
popular with patients. 

He said: “We have met with two 
consultant ophthalmologists and with 
patient representatives — they all 
think it’s brilliant. The patients can 
have their treatment at times 
convenient to them. Parking is free 
and it is nearer to home.” 

Mr Shepherd feels the innovation 
will sit well with a Government report, 
called Our Health, Our Care, Our 


Community, that envisions a new 
generation of community health 
facilities. 

Matthew Smith, assistant director of 
primary care at Cambridgeshire PCT, 
welcomes the plans. He said: “What 
they are doing is quite groundbreaking. 

“Most GPs offer minor surgery for 
lumps and bumps — St George’s is 
taking it several steps further forward, 
where you are getting consultants 
working alongside GPs to offer more 
complex surgery 

“It is a win-win situation, bringing 
more local services for patients.” 

If the scheme gets the go-ahead, two 
operation rooms at the surgery in 
Parsons Lane could be up and running 
later this month. 

St George’s is inviting sponsorship 
from local organisations to support the 
two operating rooms — with naming 
the facility in recognition of a sponsor 
an option.

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Drink-driver who

A DRINK-DRIVER has 
been jailed after being 
caught at the wheel while 
banned - for the ninth 
time. 

Edwin Butler, 56, was handed 
a three-month sentence by 
magistrates in Ely 

He was also over the alcohol 
limit and without insurance 
when he was stopped by police 
in Stretham. 

Butler, who lives on a caravan 
site in Burwell, pleaded guilty 
to all three charges. 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, told 
magistrates a suspended jail 
sentence would be more of a 
deterrent for Butler, who 
cannot read or write.

Butler was taken from the 
court to Peterborough Prison. 

Emma Demetriou, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Butler had committed 
eight previous offences of 
driving while disqualified. 

Police stopped Butler, who 
was in a black Vauxhall Vectra 
with two friends, on King Cob 
in Stretham on June 24 because 
he was driving erratically, the 
court heard. 

He was found to have 57 
microgrammes of alcohol in 
100 millilitres of breath. The 
legal limit is 35. 

At the time, Butler was 
coming to the end of a three- 
year ban imposed in August 


2004 for drink-driving. 

Mr Shelley told magistrates 
that Butler’s last offence of 
driving while disqualified was 
in 1987 and urged them not to 
jail him. 

He said: “This is a man who 
lives alone in a caravan. He is 
on income support and cannot 
read or write. 

“Sending him to prison for 
six months - when he will 
probably be out in two given the 
state the prison system is in - is 
that a deterrent? 

“A suspended sentence might 
give him some incentive not to 
breach or he would be sent to 
prison.” 

Butler was given three-month 
sentences for driving while 
disqualified and drink-driving, 
to run concurrently. 

He was disqualified from 
driving for three years.

Health holiday for 
Chernobyl children 


YOUNG lives blighted by 
a nuclear disaster are 
being brightened by a 
healthy holiday with 
welcoming families. 

Ten girls from areas of 
Belarus affected by the Cherno¬ 
byl nuclear reactor explosion 
are staying with families in 
East Cambridgeshire. 

Estimates suggest the girls, 
aged between 10 and 11, will 
have their life expectancies 
boosted by up to two years as 
they build up their immune 
system with a month in an 
environment free of radiation 
and drink uncontaminated 
water. 

The East Cambridgeshire 
branch of Chernobyl Children 
Life Line, based in Soham, has 
brought over 150 children to the 
area since it was formed 10 
years ago. 

Children like Aliaksandra 
and Lizaveta, who are staying 
with Annette and Clive Jacobs

of Isleham, are chosen because 
they have had cancer or live in 
a part of Belarus still severely 
affected by radiation from the 
Chernobyl disaster in 1986. 

Maria Shelton is branch 
fundraiser for the charity and 
lives in Queen Adelaide. 

She said: “This is the second 
group of children our branch 
has brought to Cambridgeshire 
this year, and looking after the 
children is great fun and very 
rewarding. 

“Four families are hosting 
for the first time this trip, and 
it is always a major worry that 
the children speak very little 
English and none of us speak 
Russian, but that rarely leads 
to difficulties. 

“You can get by very easily 
with signs, nods and smiles, 
and the children pick up Eng¬ 
lish very quickly” 


Although the Chernobyl 
plant is situated in what is now 
Ukraine, an estimated 60 per 
cent of radioactive fall-out 
from the explosion fell on 
Belarus. 

The charity has donated 
clothes for the children and 
organised trips to Ely Cathed¬ 
ral, Centerparcs and Legoland, 
as well as a session of bowling 
in Newmarket. 

The local branch of Cherno¬ 
byl Children Life Line is run by 
volunteers who live in or 
around Ely, Soham and New¬ 
market, but it needs £7,000 per 
year to pay for the children’s 
airfares from Belarus, minibus 
hire and other expenses during 
the visits.

Dumping rubbish is illegal and dangerous! 
You now have a duty of care to ensure that 
your waste is disposed of properly. 

Businesses have a legal responsibility to 
take all reasonable steps to keep their waste 
secure and ensure that it is collected by a 
licensed waste contractor under the Waste 
Duty of Care Regulations. 

Now, this legal requirement is also 
applicable to householders. From November 
last year it has been the responsibility of 
all householders to ensure that any private 
company or person taking their waste is 
licensed to do so, unless it is being collected 
by the local council. 

The 'Duty of Care' legislation has been 
implemented to tackle the problem of illegal 
storage, transport and disposal of waste, 
including fly-tipping. 


Illegal operators can make lots of money 
by charging to take household rubbish 
away, then fly-tipping it-costing local 
councils thousands of pounds to clear up the 
mess. It is estimated that every minute local 
authorities in the UK spend £100 clearing 
up fly-tipping incidents. 

Edward Cowley, Environmental Action 
Coordinator for Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Waste Partnership (RECAP), 
said: "It is important that residents and 
businesses fully appreciate the role they 
have in preventing illegal disposal of waste 
and the 'Duty of Care' legislation is aimed 
at encouraging that understanding and 
participation. Last year, Cambridgeshire 
County Council disposed of 1,600 tonnes of 
fly tipped rubbish - equivalent to the weight 
of more than 1,000 cars!"

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—, Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
available against damage or loss.

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address.

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I □ end off change of address cards. 

■ □ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ a Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
□ unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


J Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains.

C-Class: Arrival of the fittest 


IF Darwin had ever failed to 
get to the Galapagos islands 
he could quite easily have 
founded his theory of evolu¬ 
tion by studying the develop¬ 
ment of the Mercedes C- 
Class. 

Over the years the car has moved 
imperceptibly from one model to 
another. But when you get a faceful 
of the new C-Class which is just 
going into the shops, you may find it 
a complete non-event. You’ll proba¬ 
bly walk round it and ask: ‘So 
what’s different?’ 

The answer is quite a lot. It is not 
until you see a row of C-Class pic¬ 
tures taken down the centuries that 
you realise just how much it has 
changed. In its latest incarnation 
the C-Class comes in three basic 
forms - the SE, the Elegance and 
the Sport. The SE is what you might 
call the entry-level model, the 
Elegance is a step up and the Sport, 
which is designed to edge the range 
towards the younger and more 
vibrant driver. In general C-Class 
cars tend to go towards the more 
conservative end of the market and 
now Mercedes wishes to cultivate 
the younger owner with perhaps 



more sporting aspirations. 

Overall the new C-Class is longer, 
wider and higher, which is itself a 
good recipe for progress. And 
apparently 95 per cent of it is recy¬ 
clable! 

The engine range remains very 
comprehensive with both diesels 
and petrol units which have been 
improved in consumption, power 
and, in most cases, emissions. 
Petrol units are of course very quiet 
and smooth but the diesels have the 
advantage of better fuel consump¬ 
tion and a most relaxing way of 
delivering power without having to 
fiddle with gears unduly 

Road behaviour is also an 
improvement. On the Sport you can 
get quite a firm ride but most other 
models are able to offer reasonable 
levels of ride comfort while retain¬ 
ing sharp handling. 

An important addition across the

range is the introduction of a hill 
start system. Mercedes was heavily 
criticised for its “foot” handbrake 
when it was introduced because you 
needed three feet to successfully 
move off uphill. Now, with the car 
in gear and the foot brake pressed, 
you get just over a second to get 
your foot across to the accelerator 
before it starts to slide backwards. I 
found it really useful. 

An exceptionally light braking 
effort - allied to brakes that auto¬ 


matically dry themselves out when 
wet or even prepare themselves for 
an accident - means that inching 
forward in traffic needs delicacy 
The problem is not so acute with the 
excellent automatic gearboxes. 

BASICALLY... 

A logical yet gradual evolution of a 
ubiquitous range which now offers 
a simpler choice of specification 
level and something for the young at 
heart.

Scams and tragedies: Time 
to reassess nation’s drivers? 


RECENT studies carried 
out by a panel of interna¬ 
tional road safety experts 
showing that the UK is no 
longer leading the way in 
road safety has resulted in 
concerns about the cur¬ 
rent driving test being 
raised, writes Chris Lilly. 

Driver training organisation 
DIAmond’s chief examiner, 
Steve Garrod, has called for 
ongoing “reassessment” for cur¬ 
rent drivers and “stricter pre¬ 
test measures put in place in 
order to combat potential bad 
driving skills and attitudes 
which are often associated with 
new drivers”. 

The training outfit has advo¬ 
cated the introduction of gradu¬ 
ated driver testing for more than 
20 years, through its sister com¬ 
pany the DIA (Driving 
Instructors Association.) Under 
the scheme, drivers would 
undergo further training within 
two years of passing and would 
be restricted, or approved 
depending on how they had driv¬ 


en in the period up to reassess¬ 
ment. Drivers would be remind¬ 
ed during this two-year period 
they would still be on probation. 

Pass Plus, which was intro¬ 
duced around 15 years ago as an 
optional post-test scheme, offers 
an opportunity to further a new 
driver’s skills. It involves six 
hours of tuition in all kinds of 
conditions, including night-time 
and motorway driving, current¬ 
ly the only scheme to offer it. As 
an extra incentive to improving 
drivers skills, insurance costs 
are reduced by many insurance 
companies - an important 
encouragement for young, 
recently passed drivers. Garrod 
is eager to see the Pass Plus 
scheme become a mandatory 
part of the driving test, feeling 
that “all-weather driving is an 
essential way of getting to know 
the road and gauging how to 
handle a vehicle in mixed condi¬ 
tions”. 

He continued to discuss poten¬ 
tial safety improvement schemes 
by saying: “We have the perfect 
opportunity with the introduc¬ 
tion of the photo licence ID to 


reassess every driver. The photo 
licence ID will require a driver 
to renew their photo every 10 
years. Reassessment could be 
carried out at this stage, which 
would ensure that drivers are 
still capable and alert enough to 
drive safely” 

The reassessment could also 
deter licence cheats. A recent dis¬ 
covery by the Driving Standards 
Agency (DSA) reported that 
“hundreds” of people have paid 
fraudsters to take their test for 
them. Some of the fraudsters are 
able to take more than 200 tests 
before they are caught, charging 
around £500 per test. Statistics 
show that a driver who has not 
passed their test is nine times 
more likely to crash and the 
crash itself is likely to be more 
serious. The DSA, which gathers 
information before handing it 
over to the police, has undertak¬ 
en 1,200 investigations but fears 
that even that is just the tip of 
the iceberg. 

The problem of road safety 
though does not rest with driv¬ 
ers alone. A recent study by 
EuroRAP, the European Road 


Assessment Programme, shows 
that Britain’s standards are slip¬ 
ping when it comes to safe roads. 
The UK once led the way in 
terms of road safety but is losing 
that reputation with a lack of 
initiative in implementing safe¬ 
ty schemes. High-risk roads are 
identified early enough but there 
is a delay in putting the schemes 
in place when often all that is 
needed is a bit of white paint 
and a new sign. 

One 15-mile stretch of road in 
Lancashire has had nearly 100 
deaths in the last decade - the 
equivalent of five major rail 
crashes. 

And shocking new 
Department of Transport fig¬ 
ures released this week show 
that child road deaths have 
increased by a startling 20 per 
cent since 2005 - the equivalent 
of 80 classrooms of children 
killed or seriously injured every 
year. 

The battle is on to make UK 
roads safer - and with statistics 
like that we should be shamed 
into making improvements any 
way we can.
